‘Many stadents have accordingly left 
the latter and ‘joined the formier. Sometime ' ‘ago the Mis- 
sion school authorities reported’ to the director of public In- 
struction; ’ Panjab, that four students; viz., Madho’ Ram, 
Sahab Dayal, Ganda Ram, and Shekh' Ahmad Bakhsh, had 
been struck off the rolls of the Mission school for misconduct.
